CHINESE REGISTRATION. 


The Six Companies Advises Com- 


pliance With the Law. 


The registration of Chinese is still 


progressing slowly in this city. Up to 
yesterday only twenty-two registered. 
Th«ir occupations were given as follows: 
Uanch hands 8, brick makers 7, peddlers 
4, clerk, miner and cook one each. 


His probable that the Chinese will 


register more rapidly since the Six Com- 
panies has decided to issue a circular 
instructing them to comply with the Me- 
Creary registration act. 


J,i Yung Yew, Chinese consul, King 


Owyang, vice consul, and 
representa- 


tives of the Six Companies and the Chi- 
nese Merchants' Exchange, called upon 
Collector Wclborn of the internal reve- 
nue oilice Tuesday afternoon. They 
notified the collector that the circular 
would be issued the next day. 


The circular will he printed in the 


various Chinese dialects and will inform 
the Chinese that if they do not register 
the law will be enforced and they will 
be deported. The circular will be'signed 
by the Six Companies. The consul gen- 
eral, while approving of it, will not at- 
tach his signature. It is expected that 
the circular will Vie sufficient to cause 
the majority of the laborers to register.

The tim 
foi1 action has finally arrived; in fa 
the interests of the eastern bankers wh 
have millions of idle gold lying in the 
vaults will not admit of further dclaj 
Mr. Carlisle presents an extended stat 
ment of the present and probable futui 
condition of the treasury, from ivhic 
he draws the conclusion that the n 
balance in the treasury amounts to bi 
$1] ,223,374. The San Francisco Chron 
cle, in an able article on this questioi 
ehows tho fallacy and dishonesty of tl 
secretary's contention. The Chronic 
says:

Again, the walks as now marked out 


on the central grass plot corresponding 
with Mariposa street, if extended, are 
also of the "pig trail" pattern, which 
should be at once abandoned as inade- 
luate.

ng to the circular grass plat or (lower 
lied, the walks should bu made from 
eight to ten feet wider at least.

adopted. 


Another matter worth attention is the

face drainage.

-his point and pipe the surface water 
icroHS is n useless expense and wil' 
prove unsatisfactory, as the pipe \vil 
clog up and necessitate ripping up Hit 
valk to make repairs. All that is re- 
mired is'proper grading to eliminalt 
his fault, and this can lie done without 
the least detriment to the wulkn or tl 
general appearance of the grounds
